nearest storm sewer. COonneotions to be made under the supervision of the Qity
Engineering Department. (Attention is called to the fact that the sand tra
called for on contractor!s specifications does not cover the requiremente se
forth by this paragraph, and that no provision for a oconneotion to a storm sewer
for this cluse of water is shown on the plan presented by the contractor.)
